ALLIES ATTACK 
CZECH CHANGE 


UrS., Britain and France 
Denounce Government 
Of Reds as 'Dictatorship' 


WASHINGTON'. Feb 2S f^Pi — . 


Czechoslovakia^ new Communist- 
controlled government 
jointly 


and bitterly denounced today by the 
United States, France and Great 
Britain. They called it a "disguised 
dictatorship." 


Their condemnation was issued in 


the form of an extraordinary public 
declaration. It presented the three 
western powers as -forming a solid 
front against -what the Communists 
have done to the Czechs. 


Meanwhile it 
was learned 


here that Americans are highly 
uncertain over exactly what has 
happened at Prague in the pmst 
tw« days. They are particularly 
in the dark as to the alleged role 
of President Ednard Benes. He

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUXDESEN, M. D 


DISEASES that start suddenly and 


•violently, with well-marked symptoms, 
are likely to acquire picturesque names. 


One of these is known as "dean's 


grip." Though not frequent in the United 
States, outbreaks of it have occurred here 
as well as in many other1 spots around 
the 
globe from nortnera Europe to 


Australia and Egypt. 


Devil's grip, which is also known as 


epidemic muscular rneumatisin, has an 
abrupt beginning with severe pain in the 
chest, headache, and some fever. A few 
patients may rememcer having had colds 
in advance of other symptoms and, oc- 
casionally, one may also complain of pain, 
in the lower part of the back before the 
onset of fever. 


Chest pain, wriich may come either 


while the patient is at rest, or immediately 
after exercise, may be one of two kinos— 
sharp and knifeiike. or constricuve as if 
the chest we~e really held in tne devil's ( 
iron ana evil grasp. Made worse bv deep 
breathing, .coughing or yawning, it is 
usually located along the margin of the 
nbs and is sometimes also felt in the pit 
of the stomacn. bet-Keen the shoulder 
blades, or tne lower part of the aodomen 
or groin. 


As a general rule, the condition lasts 


for from, two to seven days, but may 
continue for as long as tnree weeks. Once 
the condition has cleared up, there 15 
little likehood of recurrence. 


In about half the coses, there is head- 


ache, sometimes of great seventy. The 
head pain is usually in the forehead. Fever 
may rise to 105 degrees, although this is 
unusual. About a third of the patients 
suffer from sore throat. Loss of appetite 
.and sickness at the stomach are other 
symptoms wihch may occur. 


, Inflammation of the male sex glands 


is one of the common complications of 
this condition. It, also, dears up, for th« 
most part m from withm two to six days. 


Unfortunately, the exact cause of this 


condition has not been found. On the 
other hand, it is not a serious disorder, 
but it is Important that it be recognized 
and differentiated from other conditions 
producing the same symptoms. 


The treatment consist* of drugs to< 


relieve the pain, which the physician 
will prescribe, as well as other 
to reduce the fever and induce sleep. 


Among the conditions with which 


this disorder may be confused are pleurisy 
or Inflammation of the lining: membrana
